U.S. ‘Will Give In’ 
To N-Blackmail 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (UPI) — Gen. Curtis 
Lemay predicted Tuesday that within 18 months 
the United States would be forced to give in to a 
Soviet ultimatum to “capitulate or else.” 

The retired air force chief of staff, who was 
George Wallace’s vice-presidential running mate in 
1968. said he anticipated that Russia would serve 
ultimatums, including "complete withdrawal of 
American forces in Vietnam, and that President 
Nixon would have no choioe but to surrender or 
succumb to the demands.

Allowance May Hinge 
On Number of Children 


OTTAWA iCFi Health 
Minister John Munro said 
Wednesday he thinks his 
department’s white paper 
proposal to change the family 
allowance system will have to 
be altered to take a family's 
number o f children into 
account as well as its income. 

But in general terms, he 
said, he still considers the 
eutoff point of 810.000 income, 
beyond which the social 


security white paper proposes 
that family allowances not be 

paid, is reasonable. 

"We are trying to come up 
with some type of tapering 
formula that would eliminate 
the situation of a family with 
one child and 39,800 income 
receiving some benefits, and 
a family with 10 children and 
310,100 income receiving 
none.” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 


”The only thing I can tell 
you is that we will have to 

bring in some formula, I 
think, that is based on the 
number of children." 

He had noted in the House 
that a proposal on 310,000 as 
an income limit for family 
allowance recipients had been 
proposed in the white paper, 
but that it had only been a 
proposal, not a determined 
policy.

V I a i b 1 y upset, Robert 
Strachan — NDP Cowjchan- 
Malahat and former party 
leader — shouted his dis¬ 
pleasure for anyone to hear. 
He said the government's 
move to end the dispute was 
one more step to "destroying 
democracy." 

Angered still more by gov¬ 
ernment members who 
taunted him in the hallway, 
he at one point suggested that 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell "knock your 
head against the wall and 
knock some sense into it” 

Support Pledged 

He said the government 
wks against the working 
people to auch an extent that 
its actions would fan the tires 
of revolution. 

The confrontation with 
labor would come if Lawson 
and his Teamsters decide to 
dtfobey any order they re¬ 
ceive. The B.C. Federation of 
Labor has promised full sup¬ 
port in such an event. 

In another pari of Victoria 
(hiring the afternoon, the 
Vancouver Island Building 
Trades Council pledged tha 
same support. 

Once council spokesman 
said: "I hope Lawson decides 
to take a stand against any 
government order." 

The Legislature resolution 
passed says in part : in 

order to protect the public 
interest and welfare the work 
stoppage resulting from tha 
dispute between certain em¬ 
ployers in the transportation 
industry and the General 
Truck Drivers and Helpers 
Union, Local 31 shall im¬ 
mediately cease, and that the 
normal operations of those 
employers sbaU be resumed 
forthwith.” 

*Vietc the Whole’ 

Speaking on the issue in the 
House, Bennett said the 
motion was one of the most 
important and far-reeching 
ever put before the Legisla¬ 
ture t and said the trucking 
industry was vital to the 
provincial economy. 

"I believe in fair treatment 
for all and special treatment 
lor none," he said. "We must 
not favor any part but view 
the whole." 

He said he had won seven 
elections with ever-increasing 
majorities on this principle, 
then indicated what could 
happen H the Teamsters don’t 
comply with the legislation. 

"If they don’t do this — if 
they cause chaos in this 
province, Wien we’H call a 
general election on this 
issue.” 

Full Picture 

He said he did not agree 
that what wag “good for 
General Bullmoose’’ was good 
for the nation, or what is 
good for MacMillan Bloedel is 
good for the province. 

"I don’t agree that what’s 
good for Senator Lawson is 
necessarily good for the 
people. But in total, they 
make the full picture of the 
economy of this province." 

The NDP had argued 
throughout that the govern¬ 
ment was inventing a crisis 
that didn’t exist to push the 
resolution through for poli¬ 
tical purposes and that the 
working man should not be 
deprived of his lone economic 


The government had its 
own ideas about what it 
seemed to consider ulterior 
motives on the part of the 
NDP and this may have been 


best expressed by the premier 
when he shouted across the 
floor during a heated ex¬ 
change. 

* Dirty Thirties’ 

"The NDP doesn’t want 
jobs,” be declared. "It wants 
unemployment They want to 
bring back the dirty thirties.” 

He was questioned by re¬ 
porters outside tiie House and 
said no special cabinet meet¬ 
ing had been planned to 
approve the order that would, 
under terms of the Mediation 
Act. demand the truckers 
return to tha job within 24 
hours. A 

Asked if it would be dealt 
with Friday morning at the 
next regular cabinet meeting, 
he said he could give no 
indication at what action 
would be taken. 

Bennett described Lawson 
as a personal friend whom he 
holds in high esteem and 
added: "I know that In his 
heart, when the Legislature 
has made its decision, he will 
observe the law.” 

Friendship 

Lawson, whose union was 
praised in the House by 
Peterson for its responsible 
reputation in B.C., also refer¬ 
red to Bennett’s friendship 
during an interview. 

‘T think the premier mis¬ 
understood our (teamsters’) 
sense of responsibility as a 
sign of weakness. I think he is 
taking political advantage of 
a personal friendship,” 
Lawson said. 

During debate the NDP had 
accused the government of 
acting on conjecture and not 
fact, to which Lawson added 
in the interview: 

"I’ve never seen a debate 
proceed on such misinforma¬ 
tion. All they had to do was 
make a single phone call to 
get the right information.’’ 

Pickets Outside 

As the debate raged on, 60 
Teamsters from Vancouver 
and Victoria paraded in a 
cold rain outside the buildings 
with placards charging the 
government with interference 
in the system of collective 
bargaining. 

Opposition leader Dave 
Barrett walked with them for 
a minute or so. 

Lawson mad* another point 
in a later interview. He said 
that in view of what had 
happened the union would 
have to take a fresh look at 
its policy of non-political 
alignment. 

Speaking on his motion 
before the House, Peterson 
said the trucking Industry 
was the lifeblood of the 
provincial economy and 
played an Important role 
where the export market was 
concerned. 

‘ Responsible ’ 

He said the serious effects 
of the strike-lockout were 
already being felt — "even in 
these few days.” 

Peterson said he personally 
regretted the need to press 
for such government action, 
but he was sure the good of 
the people and the economy 
should come first. 

"It has been my experience 
over the years that the 
particular union involved has 
been a responsible union 
under responsible leadership," 
he said. It had also, according 
to Peterson, provided needed 
leadership on occasion for the 
rest of the B.C. labor move¬ 
ment. (It is outside the official 
house of labor.) 

He referred to the fact that 
the "struck goods clause” is 
the only point of difference. 
The union wants the right not 
to have to handle goods 
brought from behind a picket 
line by non-union personnel. 

By afternoon, Lawson said 
44 companies — some of them 


ATLRA members — had 
signed new contracts con¬ 
taining the clause and that 
there was no major threat to 
tha public. 


Other Means 

Peterson said there would I 
be sufficient time for the 
parties to settle their dif¬ 
ferences by some other 
means — before having to I 
move the matter before the | 
Mediation Commission. 

He said there would be 
room for the sides to go | 
before an independent party [ 
or parties of their own j 
choosing. 

Barrett, who spoke for 35 j 
minutes, mid the government 
was ignorant of the facts and 
that the motion named only 
the one local that took strike 
action and not the two locked | 
out. 

‘“Hie attorney-general I 
(Peterson is mho attorney- 
general) has bungled this 
thing right from tha begin- | 
ning.” 

Challenge 

R e ferring to Peterson’s 
offer to let the aides meet | 
with a third-party, or parties, 
Barrett said: 

"I challenge the attorney- | 
general to state why not one 
of these options was offered 
to the disputants last Fri- | 
day?" (That was the day the 
dispute began and • when I 
Peterson served notice of | 
motion.) 

"Why wasn’t your depart- I 
ment put to work over the I 
weekend to test the various 
options?" Barrett asked. 

He said the parties might 
have been on the road 
settlement If Peterson hadn't | 
interferred. He also charged 
that the move was politically 
inspired and was meant to | 
divide society. 

Shotgun 

Barrett said Peterson’s I 
action threatened an end to ! 
collective bargaining. 

It was, in effect, "a shotgun | 
held to the head of the j 
disputants," he said. 

Alan Williams (L —W e s ,t | 
V a n c o u v er-Howe Sound) 
failed in an attempt to push I 
through an amendment that 
would have put the dispute | 
before someone with special 
knowledge of the industry and | 
problems at hand. 

The mediation commission I 
came under attack repeatedly 
as having never experienced 
success and as being a I 
barricade in the way of better j 
labor relations. 

Union Unhappy 

Unlike unions within the 1 
federation of labor, tha 
Teamsters went before the I 
commission once. The union 
was so unhappy with the 
results that Lawson said he J 
wouldn’t appear before the i 
same commissioners again. 

When David Broussan, 
(L—North Vaneouver-CM- 
lano) suggested that tha com¬ 
mission had "doublecrossed” 
the teamsters, Herb Capozzl, 

S C —V a ncouver-Centre, de- i 
manded that He withdraw the | 
remark. 

Brousson did so. 

Liberal leader Pat McGreer 
condemned the government 
for creating a bad labor- 
management situation in the i 
province, but said his party j 
was supporting the motion 
with "profound regrets." 

All Bases 

As members took turns 
attacking and defending the 
government’s action, t h e y I 
touched on all imaginable | 
bases. They even included 
mention of Hitler, Jack L/xi- 
dnn, Abe Lincoln, horses and 
the use of a Mack snakeskin 
whip. 

Peterson, who wound up the 
debate, said the NDP appear¬ 
ed to believe that public Inter¬ 
est shouldn’t come firs! 

"I don’t share that view- | 
point and I don’t think the 
people of B.C. share that | 
viewpoint," he said.

Vogt skid the "decision to 
pause at this particular point 
was made because of a desire 


to assess the enemy actions 
at this time, observe where 
he did intend to attack." 

Laird and Vogt appeared At 
a news conference obviously 
designed to counter rising 
concern in Congress and 
elsewhere that the U.S.-sup- 
ported South Vietnamese 
campaign against the Ho Chi 
Mini) Trail U running aground 
and possibly is in danger of 
failure.

PLA officers have been 
concerned over the inability 
of the guerrillas to challenge 
the growing momentum for a 
peaceful settlement between 
the Arab states and Israel, 
the sources said. The officers

It marked the first chal¬ 
lenge to Arafat's leadership 
since he became top man in 
the guerrilla movement.

SAIGON (AP) - Sharp 
fighting was reported 
Wednesday at two South 
Vietnamese bases inside 
Laos, where the United States 
command claimed air strikes 
have knocked holes In the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail supply line. 

Field reports said six more 
U.S. helicopters were shot 


down or damaged Tuesday 
and Wednesday in the fighting 
around the bases. 

Officers in the field told 
correspondents that the two 
bases liad come under heavy 
rocket and mortar fire. 
Ground fighting was reported 
around the bases, but no 
details were immediately 
available.

Britain Would Tighten 
Immigration Controls 


LONDON (CP) — Legisla¬ 
tion clamping tighter controls 
on immigration into Britain 
was published Wednesday by 
the Conservative government. 

Home Secretary Reginald 
Maud ling told the Commons 
as he moved second reading 
that the bill is aimed at 
halting "further large-scale 
immigration." 

It imposes police checks on 
new immigrants — with a fe<P 
exceptions — and some saw it 
as favoring white against non¬ 
white immigrants whose 
growing number in Britain is 
attacked by persons such as 
maverick Tory MP Knock 
Powell.

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Dead Slow But Moving 


TPHE GENEVA DISARMAMENT conference re- 
1 convening on Tuesday for a new session 
heard a call from the president of the United 
States for an immediate international agreement 
prohibiting development, production and stock¬ 
piling of biological weapons. To help achieve this 
aim, President Nixon’s message said, the United 
States was ready to commit itself to full 
negotiations on a similar ban on chemical weapons. 
It sounds like the beginning of another wearying 
round of talks almost without progress. But little 
by little, progress in arms limitation. If not 
disarmament, is achieved. 

The Conference pf the (UN) Committee on 
Disarmament at Geneva has been trying to 
produce an agreement to ban the use of both 
biological and chemical weapons. The Soviet Union 
has proposed to ban both types at once. But the 
American and British position is that separate, 
step-by-step agreements would bring quicker 
actual results. The problems of fully acceptable 
definition of chemical weapons, as compared with 
biological weapons, lends weight to this argument 
against a (Iraft package treaty. ' 

On the other hand, President Nixon may have 
given an indication that the United States is willing 


to give “chemical weapons" a wider interpretation 
than It has heretofore. He said in his message that 
prohibition of chemical weapons is more complex 
than that of biological weapons because chemical 
means of warfare already have been deployed by 
armed forces, and biological weapons have not. 
This could be taken to mean only that poisonous 
gas has been used in the past Or it could mean 
that the U.S.. administration is prepared tb debate 
whether tear gas is a chemical weapon when used 
to flush out enemies from strongholds and expose 
them to bombing, or herbicides when used to 
destroy cover or kill crops in enemy territory, or 
napalm or smoke or flame. 

Either way, the prospect is that the 
difference* in positions at Geneva will be overcome 
at the pace of a glacier. But It Is heartening to be 
reminded that in nine years of similar slow 
deliberation and negotiation, the conference has in 
fact produced the nuclear test-ban treaty, the 
Antarctic treaty, the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty, the United States-Soviet Union hot-line 
agreement, a Latin American non-nuclear zone 
accord and a treaty banning the use of the seabed 
for nuclear weapons. Word by word, comma by 
comma, it reaches toward some real measure of 
disarmament. % 


Open-Pit Mining Beauty

of the Canadian Instltue of 
_ tallurgy is reported to have 

told an institute symposium in Ottawa that open- 
pit mines in British Columbia are “a beautiful 
sight" Mr. H. M. Wright expanded on this rather 
startling statement by saying pit-mining offered 
relief to the constant green of the landscape. 

Surprisingly, there has been little reaction 
despite the prominence his words were given in 
published reports. Perhaps shock effects have not 
worn off, or there is a feeling Mr. Wright was 
making jokes and can’t'be taken seriously. 

But there is food for thought under what 
might appear to be frivolous frosting of his speech. 

He was not referring to the wastelands of 
Kentucky and Virginia where much publicity has 
been given to miles of abandoned countryside 
scarred to the bone by strip-mining operations — 
landscape that will never flesh out to its natural 
state. 

Mr. Wright was talking about this province 
and probably was looking specifically at such areas 
as the Crow’s Nest where there is a slight break in 
the Rocky Mountains barrier between Alberta, and 
British Columbia. 

The gigantic operations of Kaiser Coal Co. 
Ltd. there, on which construction of the Roberts 
Bank superport is based, are bringing tremendous 
investment to British Columbia and a fair amount 


of employment Whether the people of the province 
will benefit to any great degree is a subject that 
can be argued far Into the night. And so is the 
question of the visual effects of the operation. 

Mr. Wright says mining of this kind exposes 
interesting rock formations to view, forming a 
potential tourist attraction. 

This could be so at the Crow’s Nest which has 
nothing more than time-weathered rocks in 
inaccessible miles of mountains. The area is a 
wasteland as far as forestry and farming are 
concerned. It has little to offer in the way of 
development other than its mineral resources. 

It could be argued that its value is In Its 
unspoiled natural state. But despite the strong 
points preservationists might make, emotions have 
a tendency to run to extremes, and whether there 
will be noticeable desecration in the Kaiser 
operation is questionable. 

Mining operators are required by provincial 
statute to file plans of reclamation and post 
performance bonds in all of their developments. In 
the Kaiser case one of a multitude of mountains 
will disappear and the overburden spread to a 
horizontal plane unique to the area. 

The work will be watched warily, and so 
should the possible erosion of the newly-exposed 
rock whieh could pollute waterways with the 
washing out of its salts.

The only thing is that when 
my wife comes across me 
while I am having one of 
those spasms she says, "Oh 
dear, the pollution must be 
getting to you." 

But surely she couldn’t be 
right, could she, when every¬ 
body else says this isn’t so? 


The best jobs, the best 
houses, were reserved for the 
Protestant majority. The con¬ 
stituencies that returned MP» 
to Westminster were gerry¬ 
mandered to the electoral 
disadvantage of Catholics. In 
local elections the idea of one 
man one vote was not ac- 
cepted. Property qualifica¬ 
tions gave the Protestants 
control in Catholic areas. The 
Catholic minority, one-third of 
the whole, were grossly under¬ 
represented In politics, the 
judiciary, business and the 
police. 

There began a civil rights 
movement which was intel- 
1 e c tually respectable and 
marvellously non-partisan. At 
first it had considerable suc¬ 
cess. Most of the above 
grievances have either been 
righted or are now in process 
of being righted. And the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
regarded with reason as the 
arm of the Protestant major¬ 
ity, has been disarmed and 
disciplined. Yet the situation 
has grown worse. Civil rights 
were not the fundamental 
issue. 

This is not the place to 
rehearse the history of Ire¬ 
land — although this is what 
this crisis is about. The 
Ulster situation is not the 
result of some passing act of 
administrative stupidity or 
even of neo - colonialism. Its 
origins are some 600 years old 
and all the more real and 
immediate for that. 


The six Irish counties that 
make up Northern Ireland 
and •rtf a part of the ancient 
province of Ulster, were 
always the most important 
part of Ireland and, for the 
English, the most trouble¬ 
some. To cure this ill, under 
King James I the English 
began a policy of "planta¬ 
tion." Under this, Soots and 
English working men, most of 
them Presbyterians, were set¬ 
tled on the confiscated lands 
of the great Irish Earls of 
Tyrone and Tyrconnell. The 
native Irish were dispossessed 
and have, more or less, 
stayed that way. The new 
population had a vested in¬ 
terest in survival. 

They heroically defended 
themselves at the end of the 
17th century against an 
attempt at a Catholic restora¬ 
tion under the ineffectual 
James n. They defended the 
city of Londonderry and in 
1690 they beat the Catholics 
at the Battle of the Boyne 
under the new Dutch King of 
England, William m. The 


siege, the battle and-"King 
Billy” are still vaunting and 
present triumphs to the Prot¬ 
estants and blackest horror to 
the Catholics. It is true that 
the Protestant and Catholic 
poor did try later to make 
common cause in the name of 
Irish liberty, but real co¬ 
operation was impossible. 

When the most of Ireland 
became independent after the 
First World War, Ulster re¬ 
mained part of the United 
Kingdom. (The alternative 
was a loyal Protestant rebel¬ 
lion.) Northern Ireland, under 
Westminster, received a pro¬ 
vincial parliament and this 
was wholly controlled by the 
Unionist Party, who depended 
on the connection with Eng¬ 
land to save them from the 
Catholic government in the 
rest of Ireland; and this last 
was a government t h u t 
became head of a sovereign 
republic that repudiated the 
crown, that refused to Join 
the Commonwealth and that 
stayed neutral in the Second 
World War. To join this 
republic has always been the 
declared ambition of most of 
the- Catholics and all of their 
hot-blooded young men in 
Ulster. 


Between the two communi¬ 
ties there was competition, 
and hatred and fear, and long 
memories and ingrained 
prejudice paraded as loyalty. 
There has been repeated 
trouble since the Unionists 
began their rule in 1922. This 
is the worst. The appeals of 
Catholic and Protestant 
bishops and of political lead¬ 
ers have no effect. Even the 
young MP Bernadette Devlin, 
with her appeal for an Irish 
People’s Democracy, is a sort 
of irrelevancy to the two 
opposing nationalisms. And 
these, to make the conflict 
more bitter—for historical 
reasons—wear also the uni¬ 
forms of opposing religions. 
Needless to say, the conflict 
has nothing to do with the 
teachings of Christ. 

The province as such has 
little real identity and no 
cohesion although all its in¬ 
habitants might seem, tn a 
stranger, the same sort of 
rather dour Irish. It is the 
factions that exist, and it is 
the rough and the young, as 
well as the utterly and blindly 
committed, that clash and 
seek to kill. Identity exists in 
the factions, not in the nation. 
There is nothing therefore 
completely illogical—although 
it is odd—to find Protestant 
mobs waving the Union Jack 
and attacking British soldiers 
in the name of the British 
connection. 

A ★ ★ 

There is a far more compli¬ 
cated explanation than blam¬ 
ing the crisis on colonialism, 
on the "bloody British,” on 
the Protestant capitalists and 
landlords, on a politically 
motivated police force. But 
the situation is of a stagger¬ 
ing complexity which extends 
beyond Ulster to the Kingdom 
of Britain and the Republic of 
Ireland. 

It is the old Irish question 
still alive and dangerous Its 
complexity seems to iefy 
solution. And it is a complex¬ 
ity that leads directly to the 
simplicity of the act that 
shoots some young man and 
leaves him dead on the 
pavement of the street of 
poor terrace houses under 
windows that are blinded with 
lace.

Sometimes a nation's most emotional and 
momentous political issues are ultimately solved In 
an anti-climatic way when nobody seems to be paying 
much attention—and so it has been with the Belgian 
language problem. 

Suddenly this long, bitter 
communal feud b tween 
B e 1 glum's French-speaking 
Wallooon population and the 
Flemish-speaking Flemands. 
which has kept the coutnry on 
the brink of chaos tor nearly 
a quarter of a century, is on 
its way to being resolved. 



Most of the credit goes to 
the patience, preserve ranee 
and cautious political skill of 


the country's premier since 
June, 1968, Gaston Eyskens. 

He is bringing off a miracle 
which thinking Belgains have 
longed for but didn’t believe 
was possible. Now that the 
miracle has begun to unfold 
the politicians and com¬ 
mentators are like men walk¬ 
ing on eggs hoping that noth¬ 
ing will break. 

The miracle began just 
before parliament went Into 
recess for Christmas. 

While Everybody was out 
shopping and thinking of the 
joyous season of goodwill 
toward men. Eyskens’ gov¬ 
ernment almost surrepti¬ 
tiously squeezed the first 
piece of constitutional reform 
legislation through the 
chamber of representatives 
by the required three-quarters 
majority with exactly two 
votes to spare. 

It was a bill which would 
limit French-e peaking 
Brussels, surrounded by 
Flemish-speaking Hinterland, 
to 19 downtown boroughs or 
districts. 

It was a victory for the 
Flemands and a defeat for 
the Wallons who wanted to 
include at least another six 
suburban townships in 
Greater Brussels as well. 

But once this key vote was

taken on an issue, which has 
been fiercely debated and 
fought over for more than a 
decade, reform was finally 
under way. 

Nearly 18 months ago, 
Eyskens’ government pro¬ 
duced its constitutional re¬ 
form plans to solve the 
language problem by dividing 
Belgitrm into three parts — 
Walloon, F lemlsh and 
separate status for Brussels 
itself — under one national 
government and legislature 
but with all kinds of built-in 
communal safeguards and 
strong semi-autonomous com¬ 
munal "home rule.’ 

Until just before Christmas, 
however, everything has 
foundered on the issue of how 


big Greater Brussels was 
going to be. 

The Walloons, who are now 
In the minority In Belgium, 
fought with the desperation of 
a minority against what they 
called the "Flentoh Noose" 
around Brussels. 

And the Flemands were 
just as aroused to halt the 
spread of French culture and 
language outwards from 
Brussels into sacred Ftetnand 
territory. 

In this situation the country 
had staggered from one out¬ 
break of trouble to the next 
during 1969 and 1970, with 
everybody predicting that it 
would only be a matter of 
time after the municipal 
elections of October 1970, 
before the Eyskens govern¬ 
ment would fall and a total 
political breakdown, If no civil 
war, would ensue. 

It was a defeat for the 
Belgian Liberal Party in the 
October municipal elections 
which, to the total surprise erf 
everybody, produced the 
narrow victory for Eyskens in 
the chamber of representa¬ 
tives just before Christmas 
and got the reform process 
going at last. 

The Liberals, with 23 parli¬ 
amentary seats, had been 
holding out against Eyskens’ 
plan hoping to pick up 
electoral strength along the 
way. 

But in October they lost 
ground to new extremist 
political groups in both 
Flemish and Walloon territory 
— and after that they sud¬ 
denly decided that they could 
not face a national election

without the danger of being 
wiped out. 

They decided to give their 
votes to Eyskens' and keep 
the present coalition going. 

So it was Jbat the 
Christmas eve miracle began 
anr has kept going teey-by- 
step as each part of the 
constitutional reform package 
has been brought forward. 

Eyskens, as a sample of 
political skill, immediately 
came forward with a measure 
to assuage the wounded feel¬ 
ings of the Walloons when the 
"collar around Brussels" was 
voted into place. 

He brought in a bill to 
eliminate school language in¬ 
spectors within Brussels, thus 
leaving it up to parents to 
decide without interference 
from inspectors whether their 
children are to go to French- 
speaking or Flemish-apeaking 
schools. 

At present, a school 
language inspector has the 
right to knock on the door of 
a child's home, determine 
which language is spoken in 
the home, and pack the child 
off to school accordingly. 

Ihis has lead to some 
pretty emotional scenes — not 
only for Belgian families but 
for startled foreign families 
as well, who have been forced 
by language Inspectors in 
Flemish districts suddenly to 
transfer their children to a 
Flemish school because 
FYench Is not spoken In the 
home. 

But with the size of Brussels 
and the elimination of 
language inspectors decided, 
the reform measures from 
here on ought to be down-hill 
progress. 

In the end. Belgium will 
have a national cabinet which 
by law will be composed of 
half Walloon and half Flemish 
ministers plus a prime 
minister who can be either. 

The legislature will then be 


split into Walloon and 
Flemish par Bamentary 
technical veto over the other. 
The reform will provide that 
a piece of legislation can be 
defeated by a three-quarters 
negative vote of one of the 
linguistic groups. 

Meanwhile, each group will 
have complete parliamentary 
control over any legislation 
affecting its own community. 

Cultural and economic 
councils will be established 
tor Walloon and Flemish 
country, and each will be 
empowered to make inde¬ 
pendent cultural agreements 
and contracts with other 
countries (as Quebec does in 
Canada). 

Within these outlines, much 
is left to be worked out in 
practice. But the hope in 
Belgium now is that with the 
basic issues resolved the heat 
will go out of the situation 
and the feuding will give way 
to live-and-4et-live a c c o m- 
inodation.

Consumer activist Ralph Nader, picking up where 
last year’s Earth Day demonstrators left off, is trying 
to prod students into bankrolling professionally 
staffed anti-pollution groups. 


It is the second phase of an 
expanded campus crusade to 
arouse "student power” in the 
battle against pollution. 

Already rolling is a scheme 
to establish local public 
interest groups with funds 
deducted from student tuition 
payments. 

The latter plan has been 
approved on 15 campuses in 
Oregon. Last month 22,000 
students at the University of 
Minnesota followed suit by 
agreeing to have $1 per term 


added to their fees to hire a 
professional staff to represent 
them in consumer and en¬ 
vironmental matters. 

With 8.000.000 students in 
the country, Nader and his 
lieutenants calculate it is 
possible to raise some 832 
million a year to put muscle 
behind student idealism. 

But it takes time for 
student referenda and ap¬ 
proval by state education 
officials. So Nader, anxious to 
take advantage of the

e n t husiasm generated by 
Earth Day last year, has 
formed what he calls the 
Earth Action Group. It plans 
a week of intensive fund 
raising April 19-25. 

Organizers are urging both 
high school and college 
students in several key states 
to earn or borrow $10 that 
week to help start local Earth 
Action Groups of 10 to 15 
lawyers, engineers, and 
ecologists. 

"Earth Day 1970 was an 
Important event," Nader said. 
"It played a key role in 
raising the level of environ¬ 
mental consciousness. In 1971, 
however, it is necessary to 
switch the focus from educa¬ 
tional activities to action 
strategies calculated to effect 
change.” 

"The large corporations 
have embarked on an adver¬ 
tising campaign to desensitize 


public concern over these 
crucial problems confronting 
the people. 

"Corporate advertisements 
carry the message that the 
public need not be concerned 
about the environment, that 
oil refineries are good for 
ducks, that tipnher cutting 
preserves forests, and that 
gasoline can keep the air 
clean." 

"The time has come to 
Wow the whistle on those who 
would lay waste the Earth. 
Full-time public interest ad¬ 
vocates must be set to work 
in every state to reveal the 
sources of pollution and use 
every legal means to halt it." 

Local Earth Action 
organizations would concern 
themselves exclusively with 
environmental issues. Nader 
himself Is heading the Wash¬ 
ington-based group that plans 
fund-raising strategy and 
develops campaign tactics. 


Citizens for Law and Order Keep ‘Box Score’ 

Lenient Judges Watched 


By PHILIP HAGER, from Oakland, Calif. 

A group of residents in this area have organized to keep 
watch on judges it considers "unduly lenient" with criminals. 
The organization, called Citizens for Law and Order, is 
apparently one of the first df Its kind in America. Started 
only seven months ago by four local businessmen, it now 
includes 236 dues-paying members. 

Its members keep a detailed "box score” on criminal 
dispositions, monitor court proceedings in selected cases and 
publish a widely distributed newsletter often critical of 
individual jurists. The organization plans to use its 
tabulations at election time against judges it feels are 
permissive or, if necessary, institute recall proceedings. 

But as It has grown, so has concern with the question of 
where healthy public scrutiny of the courts leaves off and 
where intimidation begins. 

"We’re not intimidating any judges," says Earl W. 
Huntting, 59, a life insurance company executive who is • 
president and one of the founders of the group. "We don’t 
comment until after a particular case is over and when we 


do, as any citizen, we have a perfect right to express our 

opinion.” 

Huntting believes the organization already is beginning to 
show results. "The judges are sitting up and taking notice. 
They’re getting so they recognize us in court. I think we have 
had a salutary effect." 

A trial lawyer, who asked to remain anonymous, agrees. 
"There's no question CLO has affected some of the judges," 
he says. "They’re human, too, and concerned about their 
jobs. Some — not all, but some — are running scared.” 

Judicial conduct is but one of several interests of CLX) 

Other "task forces,” as they are called, have been 
established by the group to combat what it feels is slanted 
news coverage of crime; to support legislation such as 
wiretapping and preventive detention it believes beneficial to 
law enforcement; to audit certain classes and monitor 
administrative actions affecting discipline in educational 
institutions; to assist and support law-enforcement agencies 
and to monitor organizations and elected officials it sees as 
opposed to law and order.

MANNA FOR SOME 

Earlier Wednesday, Interest 
prices started dropping like 
manna from heaven in the 
wake of the Bank of Canada s 
cut in the rediscount rate, its 
■econd in M-days. 

But while the manna for 
some was a fattening diet, for 
others it slimmed the pick¬ 
ings. 

Most of the hanks have 
dropped their prime rate to 
6V4 per cent from 7 per cen* 
to the relief of their borrow¬ 
ers, but at the same time 
they cut the rate by one half 
of 1 per cent to 44 per cent 
on the amount they are 
paying on savings deposits, 
which discomforts their 
lenders. 

The Toro nto-Dominion, 
which last week cut its rate 
to 6 \ per cent, made another 
similar cut to restore its 
balance vri‘h the others at 
per cent. 

The Bank of British 
Columbia, which has insti¬ 
tuted itself as a sort of pack- 
leader in .the game of interest- 
juggling, went one stage 
further than Its older and 
bigger rivals. 


It sliced a bigger chunk off 
its prime lending rate, drop¬ 
ping It to 614 per cent. 

Elsewhere in the money 
market IAC, one of the 
leading finance companies, 
announced cuts. IAC paper 
will pay only 5V4 per cent far 
periods up to three months; 

per cent up to six months, 
and 5K per cent up to a year. 

Little more .than a year 
ago, IAC and other borrowers 
were paying 8H per cent and 
9 per cent for short-term 
funds. 

Further, the Royal Bank of 
Canada said its new rate for 
NHA mortgage loans was 
dropping to 844 per cent from 
9% per cent, while its 
conventional home loans 
would be marketed at 9>4 per 
cent instead of 944 per cent. 

That is why investors are 
showing no inclination to lend 
money on the long term at 
anything but high yields. The 
9-per-cent level, currently 
popular with corporation bond 
investors, is regarded as a 
comparatively safe hedge 
against inflation. 

Beyond that, nothing doing. 

Bank of Canada and the 


government are going to find 
it very difficult to break down 
that fear, no matter what 
carrots of a temporary nature 
they may dangle forth. 

The one phase of the money 
industry which apparently 
was not too impressed with

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OTTAWA (CP) - Shouting 
broke out in the Commons 
Wednesday over who is res¬ 
ponsible lor lo w ering the 
Bank of Canada interest rate 
charged for infrequent loans 
to the chartered banks. 

After Finance Minister Ed¬ 
gar Benson told Opposition 
Leader Robert Stanfield that 
Tuesday’s reduction in the 
central bank's rale to 514 per 
cent from 544 waa made be¬ 
cause the governor of the bank 
and the government felt short¬ 
term interest rates should be 
lower, George Hees (PC— 
Prince Edward-Hastings) 
asked who made the derision. 

Benson began Ms reply by 
referring to the highly-publi¬ 
cized 1961 dispute between 
then Conservative f i n a n c A 
minister Donald Fleming and 
James Coyne, the Bank of 
Canada governor, which re¬ 
sulted in Cbyne’s resignation. 

Then be went on to suggest 
that Hees read the Bank Act, 
which he said places the ul¬ 
timate responsibility with the 
minister of finance.

In that case, said the former 
Conservative trade minister, 
"why do you always claim 
there is no connection?" 
Before being called to order, 


he said: "Why don’t you tell 
the truth?’* 

Later Benson said It was 
the decision of the governor 
of the Bank. If the govern¬ 
ment had disagreed with the 
derision the ultimate respon¬ 
sibility lies with the minister 
of finance. 

The Bank of Canada 
lowered its bank rate, the irv 
terest charged to charter 
hanks, \ per cent over the 
past ten days, down to 
per cent, the lowest rate 
sine# 1967. 

Following the announcement 
a number or chartered banks 
Wednesday announced *4 per¬ 
cent reductiins in their prime 
lending rates and Interest 
rates on savings accounts, 
effective next Monday.

Wheat Agreement 
Disappoints Lang 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Despite 
the lack of a pricing formula, 
Canada will sign a new three- 
year international wheat 
agreement, says Otto Lang, 
minister responsible for the 
wheat board. 

In a report to Parliament 
on the international wheat 
conference held last month in 
Geneva, the minister said 
Wednesday he was dis¬ 
appointed with the new 
agreement which comes into 
effect July 1. 

"The new agreement does 
not contain effective price 
provisions and is thus much 
less than we hoped for," he 
said. 

"However, the agreement 
does provide for machinery to 
undertake consultations In the 
event of actual or threatened 
disturbances in market con¬ 
ditions, including price 
fluctuations. 

"The object of such con¬ 


sultation would he to seek 
ways of restoring the 
market." 

The new agreement also 
makes provision for a con¬ 
tinuing review of wheat 
prices.

Could it be that the B.C. Junior Hockey League might yet 
develop into the junior "A” status it has claimed for several 
seasons? It's a lot to hope for in view of the fact there has been 
little reason in the past to have any hope, but there was at 
least the hint of something better on Tuesday when the BCJHL 
voted to sever its relationship with the Western Canada League 
and strike out ori its own in an endeavor to produce a calibre 
junior league. 

It is one of the few positive actions the BCJHL has 
managed since it expanded to take in the coast teams, and it 
remains to be seen if there is the vision and the courage, and 
the ability, to persevere. 


There is little, if anything, in the past history of the BCJHL 
which can be termed encouraging. It has been a league so 
Ineptly run that there was never any real chance it could ever 
attain its "A" billing, although it can be said that the calibre of 
the player has certainly Improved. There not only has been no 
noticeable progress in the four seasons since expansion but a 
new low was reached this season with the decision to include 
all eight clubs in the playdowns. 


This, and pardon the expression, is a bush-league ploy 
which breaks faith with fans because it makes nothing more 
than exhibition games out of the league schedule. League and 
club officials, a bit defiant but obviously without conviction, 
have attempted to defend the decision by saying H was 
necessary to keep some clubs solvent enough to think about 
carrying on for a neither season. Well, that kind of thinking wfll 
wreck attendance in the good areas without saving any of the 
financially-weaker clubs. And, sort of emphasizing the 
reasoning which makes the BCJHL something to scoff at, the 
league plans to send the defeated playoff quarter-finalist with 
the best record to the inter-provincial playdowns. 


It’s l>een disappointing. When Victoria and Vancouver were 
added to the Okanagan clubs to form the BCJHL, there was 
reason to believe that the league would evolve, perhaps slowly 
but surely, into a class organization. However, the Okanagan 
clubs remained parochial in their thinking and no leadership 
developed on the coast. It looked for a while as if the Victoria- 
owned Cougars might provide it but the owners quailed at the 
task, took the chance to get out at a healthy profit and forgot 
about the high-sounding ideals they professed to have when the 
club organized. 


The chance to make something out of the BCJHL has 
always been there but parochialism and lack of leadership 
talent have always prevailed. The logical way would be to 
confine the league to the four Okanagan cities and Vancouver 
and Victoria and to restore the age limit to 21 years and permit 
the use of 22-year-olds still attending university. 

That was largely what made something out of the WCHL, 
enabling it to offer a high calibre of play to its fans. 

However, the move was too daring for the uncertain who 
made up most of the decision-makers in the BCJHL. It would 
have meant earning the disfavor of the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association. And that in turn could have meant the loss 
of the CAHA grant, made possible by the deal with the National 
Hockey League to reduce the junior age limit to 20 years. To 
the weak-kneed in the BCJHL, that was cash in hand and it 
didn’t register very loudly that an extra 150 paying fans per 
game, not much to expect from the improved hockey a more 
realistic age limit would produce, would more than make up for 
the loss of the CAHA grant. 

On top of that, there was the omniscient (ominous?) 
presence, at least to those in the BCJHL who could have been 
expected to provide leadership, of the WCHL and its 
experienced Junior hockey promoters such as Scotty Munro 
and Bill Hunter and their front man, Ron Butlin.

Quite aware of the population shift and the fact that dozens 
of artificial ice surfaces have been made available in B.C. 
during the past decade, the WCHL, admittedly looking on B.C. 
as a future source of talent, had infiltrated the BCJHL. And 
Hunter, Munro and Butlin were there at the annual meeting 
last spring to sort of direct traffic. 


The result could be termed unconditional surrender. 
Victoria and Vancouver and New Westminster were given the 
crumb of being allowed over-age players while otheT BCJHL 
dubs entered into agreements with WCHL clubs which were 
designed to see that the WCHL would acquire the best BCJHL 
talent. The WCHL had, temporarily, succeeded in Its plan of 
keeping the BCJHL an inferior league by milking it of its better 
players through agreements which left the BCJHL no more 
than an organization composed mainly of “feeder” clubs. 

That left the future, for Victoria and Vancouver depending 
on eventual acceptance into the WCHL. and it has been 
reported that WCHL plans call for the two clubs and, probably, 
Kamloops to become part of a Western Division which would 
Include Calgary. Edmonton and Medicine Hat. A WCHL 
Eastern Divison would be made up of Flln Flon. Winnipeg, 
Brandon, Saskatoon, Regina and probably, Swift Current. 


And there was the rub. The WCHL would make the decision 
on whether Victoria and Vancouver would be doomed to an 
inferior, badly-run league or be permitted to join the WCHL, 
which would make that move only when It served Its interests. 


But. hopefully, the worm has finally turned — and not 
much too soon for the Cbugars. who have always provided good 
entertainment But whose future has been clouded because they 
had nowhere to play except a league which never really got 
off the rocks. Perhaps the BCJHL, which has clubs In Kelowna 
and Kamloops owned by owners of WCHL Clubs, won’t be able 
to make it stick but what happened Tuesday was at least a 
strong sign of rebellion. r

Very wonderful people.” 

Galley kept Me composure 
throughout the day and a half 
of probing by Daniel, but at 
times his voice faltered and 
he gnawed uneasily at Me Ups. 

Calley Is accused of mur¬ 
dering, or ordering his men to 
murder, 102 South Vietnamese 
civilians during an American 
Infantry sweep through My 
Lai on March 16. 1968. 

He has based Ms entire de¬ 
fence on the contention that 
whatever he did during the 
operation, he dkl On the di¬ 
rect orders of hb superior, 
Capt. Ernest Medina, who is 
under investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether he too should 
stand court-martial for the My 
Lai affair.

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U.S. Agents Nab 52 
In Narcotics Raid 


WASHINGTON (UPIX — 
U.S. federal agents using 
wiretaps and undercover infil¬ 
trators arrested 54 person in 
New York, Chicago, Hartford 
and New Orleans early 
Wednesday in a co-ordinated 
assault on wholesalers in 
heroin. 

Attorney General John 
Mitchell, who announced the 
raids at a justice department 
news conference, said they 
were part of “the largest 
federal crackdown ever on 
narcotics distribution by or¬ 
ganized crime." a five-month 
operation that's still under 
way. 


So far. he said, the raids 
have netted 71 pounds of 
heroin, 49 pounds of cocaine 
and 250 pounds of marijuana 
with a street fale value of 
$12.8 million. In addition, he 
said, $431,341 in cash, 78 guns 
and 35 automobiles have been 
seized. 

Mitchell termed the opera¬ 
tion "an unqualified success" 
which would have been im¬ 
possible without the use‘of 12 
court-approved wiretaps 
authorized by the crime con¬ 
trol act of 1968. 

Mitchell said the raids have 
netted 143 defendants since 
Operation Flanker began.

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Remarks on Indians 
Need ’No Apology' 
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Tax Revisions Delayed 


WINNIPEG (CP) - Joe 

Borowskl, Manitoba's blunt- 
spoken minister of highways 
and public works who stirred 
up a storm with reported 
remarks about Indians and 
war veterans, remains a 
member of the provincial 
government. 

Premier Ed Schreyer 
emerged from a lengthy 
cabinet meeting Wednesday 
to t*H reporters he accepted a 
clarifying statement Issued by 
his cplleagu e and was 
satisfied reports of the 
minister's statements had 
been taken out of context, 

“I feel any further re¬ 
crimination against Mr. 
Borowski becomes unneces¬ 
sary,” said the premier. 

"I was not asking for his 
resignation nor was I inclined 
to acoept it.** 

Former, Miner 

Borowski, a 37-year-old 
former miner and bush 
worker, left the meeting 
before the lunch adjournment 
and told reporters he had 
offered his resignation for the 
cabinet to act on if it saw 
fit. 

He would not apologize, he 
said. He has maintained all 
along that no apology was 
necessary because he had not 
been derogatory to anyone in 
his address to an NDP 
constituency association meet¬ 
ing in the Winnipeg riding of 
Wellington last week. 

In his statement, released 
to reporters, he spoke of "the 
difficulties I have had to 
undergo In attempting to 
adjust to the strange con¬ 
ventions of political behavior 
expected from a man in 
public life.” 

“I now find that I am faced 
with making the decision of 
continuing as a member of 
the government In the face of 
what I consider to be a 
situation where I am asked to 
make an accommodation 
which is not Justified by 
events.” 

In his speech, he was 
reported as saying Indians 
can work up to 18 hours a day 
during the fishing season but 
art hard to get up in the 
morning and this hinders 
their integration Into the 
routine of industrial society. 

'On a Drunk ’ 

He also was reported as 
saying that Indians employed 
on government bush-clearing

Taylor was in an audience 
of about 100 who attended a 
meeting organized by the 
Vancouver Island Chapter, 
Architectural Institute of B.C. 

The topic was Project Pen¬ 
insula and it was chosen to 
stimulate discussion about 
where the Greater Victoria 
area would accommodate the 
one or two million persons 
who might live there within 50 
years. 

Perpetuity 

Earlier in the day, Taylor 
explained, he was with a 
group from the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture that pre¬ 
sented a brief to the Legisla¬ 
ture's standing committee on 
agriculture. The brief sug¬ 
gested farm land he dedicated 
as such for perpetuity. 

However, he pointed out to

the meeting in the Empress 
there were some contradic¬ 
tions. 

The chairman of the BCFA 
committee that prepared the 
brief had his farm expro¬ 
priated by the B.C. govern¬ 
ment for the Roberts Banks 
superport. He was paid $750,- 
000 and now is leasing it from 
the government at $50 an 
acre annually. The man was 
not named. 

Architect Ben Levinson said 
the problems went beyond

simply preserving the en¬ 
vironment — they involved 
pieserving a quality of life. 

He wondered whether two¬ 
layered streets might ease 
the issue of finding room for 
cars. Already one-third of 
Victoria’s physical area is 
roads. 

Traffic travelling in two 
layers would make more 
green space available, allow 
for such tilings as bicycle 
paths and possibly even im¬ 
provements toy the transit 
service, Levinson said. 

He wondered whether a 


transit service that operated 
in 10-minute frequencies with 
fares of 10 cents for standing 
room would be possible. It 
could have a fare schedule 
that would allow a passenger 
to be seated for 25 cents, use 
a compartment for 50 cents 
and a compartment with a 
telephone for 55 cents. 

With Phone 

“Why not a compartment 
with a phone and a drink for 
$ 1 ?” 

Levinson also made refer¬ 
ence to "farms, sitting there, 
unimproved, waiting to be 
subdivided." 

‘T beg your pardon,” 
shouted Brian Hooto, a 
Saanich farmer who lives at 
5675 Oldfield Road. 

R. W. Smeeth, another 
architect, said living in the 
Greater Victoria area was 
gentle and "very rare for this 
hemisphere." However, the 
architects that were at the 
meeting were not proposing 
any simple methods of pre¬ 
serving the environment and 
“we’re not here as planners 
or economists." 

Smeeth said one answer to 
ttie problem of plugging street 
with cars and covering the 
countryside with subdivisions 
might be in developing inde- 
pendent communities of 
100,000 population, many of 
whom would live in medium 
and high-density structures. 

"Rather than flocking to 


Victoria, these communities 
would become social and 
economic islands to them¬ 
selves," he 6aid. "From each 
of these communities, it 
would be possible to get into 
the outdoors in five or 10 
minutes.” 

Smeeth said a typical sub¬ 
division had a population of 15 
to 20 persons per acre, two- 
storey rowhouses have a 
population density of 60 to 80 
per acre while medium high- 
rises, such as those of James

Bay, bring a population of 
about 200 persons to each 
acre. 

"One hundred persons on an 
acre is not on atrocious thing 
— they are not necessarily 
crammed togetherhe 
added. 

He said the architects, 
when they discussed a topic 
for the meeting, felt Greater 
Victoria would attract many 
more persons with the same 
interests as those who now 
live in the area. 

"We have to allow them to 


come . . . and when they get 
here, they have to be able to 
enjoy the same thing as we so 

now.” 

Architect H. C Charles- 
worth sand that before a " 
satisfactory solution might be 
arrived at. the right questions 
must be'asked. 

"We may even find that 
after asking the right 
questions, we may be able to 
improve the environment. We 
must progress but we must 
ask questions as to the 
direction of the progress, as 
to whether it will be desirable 
to the people living in the 
area." 

Charlesworth explained that 
many of his acquaintances 
had chosen the Victoria area 
for their homes because of 
their infatuation with the 
environment. 

Certain Way 

“This part of the world 
gives us a certain way of life 
that is very satisfying. We 
must then ask what are the 
priorities, what are the 
values, and we look around 
and find many people have 
the same outlook.” he added. 

"We are not here as 
statisticians, planners or 
economists — not even 
magioians. We are here as 
people to seek some approach 
to preserving this environ¬ 
ment.” 

Architects, said Charles- 
worth, are basically trained in 
the sciences "with a liberal 
sprinkling of the confusion of 
technology." 

One of the principles of 
science is tire art of discovery 
and he said he hoped the 
community would join the 
architects in first making an 
analysis of problems and 
coming to solutions. 


II Vic Psychology Experiment 


Phony Complaint Letters 
Arouse Business Wrath 


The manager of the Vic¬ 
toria Better Business Bureau 
had harsh words Wednesday 
for the University of Victoria 
after a psychology professor 
had his class send phony 
letters of complaint to several 
local businesses. 

“There were approximately 
45 students and each sent out 
a number of letters so there 
were probably a minimum of 
100 sent out," said Bill 
Tindall, of the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau 

Tindall said the letters 
which were taken from form 
examples provided by 
psychology professor. Dr. 
I^orns Rosen bloom, included 
three types ranging from 
“nice” through “harsh’’ to 
those threatening to report 
the establishment of regu¬ 
latory agencies. 

Apologies Sent 

Rossnbloom told the 
Colonist that letters of 
apology and explanation had 
already been sent out to all 


that had received complaints 
from his studertts. 

“I’d just like to forget 
about it,” Roienbloom told 
the Colonist. “Perhaps we 
should not have used the most 
severe criticism." 

Rosenbloom explained that 
the purpose of the assignment 
was to determine the best 
manner of obtaining favorable 
results when writing letters 
of complaint. 

The quick response that 
was received, he said, indi¬ 
cated the degree of concern 
the firms have for their 
products. 

Cheques . Too 

“A number requested we 
send the product back and 
others have sent cheques to 
replace them. The cheques 
have been returned to the 
companies," he said. 

Tindall said. “Here are the 
people in the business com¬ 
munity supporting fund-rais¬ 
ing driveB for the university 
and then haring the con¬ 


fidence of their customers 
undermined like this. 

“It is atrocious," Tindall 
said. “This is a terrible 
situation to foster among 
business people.” 

‘ Profiteers * 

The letters of complaint 
contained phrases such as 
"profiteers like you”; 
"shoddy merchandise"; "gar¬ 
bage like this"; and "lying 
about it (quality! in your 
advertising," said Tindall. 

“This was extremely short¬ 
sighted on the part of the 
instructor," Tindall said. 
"The university must have 
some sort of public relations 
man or liaison with the 
community to give them 
some sort of advice. 

"Our intention is to make a 
report and lodge a protest 
with the administration of the 
university." 

Tindall said that although 
some of the letters referred 
to reporting an establishment 
to the Better Business

Go-Ahead for Jubilee 


The Capital Region’s hos¬ 
pital board Wednesday gave 
Royal Jubilee Hospital author¬ 
ity to spend $60,000 on 
planning a major redevelop¬ 
ment. ' 

Last summer, the hospital 
announced it was planning a 
$14 million project that would 
have changed most of 
Jubilee’s layout, including 
switching the hospital’s main 
entrance to its north side on 
Bay Street. 

However, the provincial 
government has since 
whittled the program down to 
59 million and has stipulated 


that must be the price at the 
time of construction, which 
might be three or four years 
away. 

At the regional hospital 
board meeting, directors 
heard a letter read from 
Donald Cox, deputy minister, 
B.C. Hospital Insurance 
Service, noting the $60,000, for 
a functional program and 
feasibility sketches, provided 
in a 1968 bylaw adopted by 
regional voters. 

Cox also reiterated that the 
provincial government does 
not intend to spend more than 
$5 million a year on hospital 


construction in the Greater 
Victor^ area. 

The cumulative $5 million 
annual allotment, he added, 
would begin after the region 
had adopted a referendum 
authorizing construction of 
acute-care hospital facilities. 
(The 1968 referendum was 
mainly for extended-care 
facilities.) 

The deputy minister said: 
“We can give no assurance 
that more than S9 million 
would be approved for the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital but if 
an increase were authorized, 
it seems likely that other 
projects would have to be 
reduced accordingly.” 


Bureau, the agency was not 
even forewarned of the ex¬ 
periment.

“I wonder how they can get 
away with this when there 
are laws on the books pre¬ 
venting sending hate litera¬ 
ture." Lewis said. 

Lewis said he thought inci¬ 
dents such as this would pull 
the “already pretty low" 
image of UVlc “just a little 
bit lower.” 

Frank Whyte, of toe Mello- 
Spot Drive-In. echoed Lewis 
suggestion that the university 
would suffer from this sort 
of “not very well thought out” 
exercise. 

“We probably won’t be very 
liberal when someone comes 
around for a donation.” 
Whyte said. "It's ldnd of an 
underhanded thing to do to 
someone who is in business.” 

Bill Webb*, president of the 
Vancouver Island branch of 
the Canadian Restaurant 
Association, said the associa¬ 
tion’s directors have been 
discussing the incident and 
vriH probably issue a state¬ 
ment Thursday.

Some 1,200 naval dockyard workers in Esqulmalt 
will take a strike vote, probably next week, following 
rejection Wednesday of a federal treasury board wage 
offer. 

Tom Graham, West Coast 
president of the federal gov¬ 
ernment Dockyards Trades 
and Labor Council, said in an 
interview strike votes will be 
held both in Esquimau and 
Halifax unless a “meaning¬ 
ful” wage offer is made. 

The council is made up of 
some II individual trade 
unions with a combined mem¬ 
bership of about 3,000 — L200 
of them working in Esqui¬ 
mau. 

The council’s contract ex¬ 
pired Oct. 1, 1970, and talks 
have continued since that 
time. 


Trunk Sewers Possible 
Without Voter Approval 


,TI»e Capital Regional Board 
now has tiie power to build 
trunk sewers and disposal 
facilities in unorganized areas 
without asking for voter’s 
approval. 

The amended letters patent 
was presented to the board at 
a regular Wednesday meet¬ 
ing. The change had been 
requested by the board. Areas 
affected are View Royal, 
Langford, Col wood, Metchosin 
and Sooke. 

Board chairman Hugh 
Curtis said the change will 
mean that provision for the 
outlying districts can be built 
into all new facilities, prorid¬ 
ing sufficient capacity for 
future years. 

He oointed out voter’s ap¬ 


proval will still be needed 
before laterals are installed. 

Laterals are the street 
sewage pipes to which houses 
are connected. 

Present sewer installations, 
be said, are designed to 
provide for population growth 
up until the year 2015. 

‘To put major pipe in the 
ground without the capacity 
for areas not yet in the 
system would surely be 
foolish." he said. 

The change will not apply 
to the Gulf Islands, including 
Salt Spring Island, which are 
still excluded from the 
board’s sewer program. 

In other business the board: 

• Agreed to take over 
responsibility for the Finnerty 


Cove otttfall from Saanich and 
undertook to start Oceano¬ 
graphic studies as soon as 
possible. 

• Appointed an ad hoc 
committee to study the 
regionalization of social 
services, with Aid. Edith 
Gunning as chairman. 

• Set March 15 as the 
date for a public hearing into 
rezoning three properties as 
campground zones. The hear¬ 
ing will be held in Elizabeth 
Fisher junior high school. 

• Authorized secretary- 
treasurer Dennis Young to 
apply for a $750,000 loan from 
the federal “make-work’’ pro¬ 
gram, for the Colwood- 
Landford ice arena and rec¬ 
reational centre 


Graham said the treasury 
board had offered West Coast 
workers a 42-cent increase, 
compared with 27 cents 
offered their counterparts on 
the east ooast. 

“At toe moment they are 85 
cents behind the West Coast 
workers — this offer was an 
absolute in suit,” said 
Graham. 

He said the oifer was 
rejected by workers on both 
coasts by a combined vote of 
95 per cent. 

Graham said the union and 
the treasury board had just 
completed a conciliation 
board sitting, which had 
recommended Increases of 42 
cents for the West Coast and 
37 for the east. 

A minority report had 
recommended 34 and 27-cent 
increases, noted Graham, and 
tiie treasury board had com¬ 
bined both recommendations 
in its offer. 

He said the rejection vote 
in Esqulmalt was an unselfish 
move in support of the 
eastern workers. 

At the same time, he said, 
workers were aware of the 
need for unity between the 
eastern and western parts of 
the union. 

“If we allow this union to 
be split asunder by these 
wage offers, then we’ll he 
anybody’s patsies,” said 
Graham. 

"This is really a fight for 
survival as one union on a 
national basis.” 

He said Halifax workers are 
already organizing their 
strike' vote, and It is hoped 
the Esqulmalt vote will coin¬ 
cide. 

Also at issue in the dispute, 
said Graham, are the fringe 
benefits such as annual and 
statutory holidays, severance 
I»ay and overtime rates.

A reader writes: What can. 
I do to smooth and whiten my 
elbows? They feel like sand¬ 
paper and look grubby. I do 
not know why. They are not 
abused. I work at a desk all 
day and have been wearing 
long sleeves all winter. 

Nothing helps, neither 
pumice atone nor hand lotion. 

The answer: First off you 
have to break the habit of 
leaning on your elbows — 
leaning on your dtsk, the 
arms of chairs, table tope. 
You do lean, you know. 
Otherwise the skin would not 
be in such a fix. 

Once the pressure’s off, 
elbows respond to a variety of 
treatments: 

• Cleanse the elbows with 
a firm brush and facial 
quality soap several times 
terry towel and massage in 
body lotion. 

• To cleansed, dry elbows 
apply a scuff remover. This is 
a fluid cream, originally 
designed to oreate pretty feet 
from a mass of calloused 
spots. The action on the 
elbows is much the same. 
You simply rub R in until 
rough skin is loosened, when 
you whisk away partioies. As 
only a Httle scuff comes away 
with each treatment, keep at 
it. At least three times a 
week. 

• Pale toe skin with a 
prepared skin bleach or a 
home-made lemon soak.

A smorgasbord will 
be held at Holyrood House in 
the evening. 

One of the first things 
Rangers have to do Is learn to 
swim as boating is, as their 
name signifies, a major part 
of their program. There is a 
whaler at Esquimau that 
holds 20 persons and 10 of the 
girls can row at one time. 

Every other year there Is a 
trip to the B.C. lake country 
and 10 days are given over to 
canoeing on the lakes and 
sleeping, usually under the 
stars. But they do take tents 
along for protection when it 
rains, or in big-game country. 

Lillian Warne is justly 
proud there have been no 
major accidents during the 21 
years. No bums, no broken 
bones, no overturned canoes 
even though they have struck 
rough water on occasion. 
However, the girls, ranging in 
age from 14 to 18. are pretty 
well trained to have respect 
for water and in handling 
canoes before they ever go on 
a big trip. They are also 
trained In carrying • their 
canoes overhead before they 
ever undertake a portage. 

Although there have been 
no accidents, there was once 
a slight mishap at Swartz 
Bay. But this wasn’t anything 
to do with the girls. 

When the Lorn a D. was in 
these waters, the owners took 
tiie Rangers on several trips, 
mostly around the Gulf Is¬ 
lands, to show them the ropes 
in a sailing vessel. Returning 
from one of these trips and 
nearing Swartz Bay, a buoy 
wasn't sighted soon enough 
with the result the Loma D.

The skipper says she feels 
safer in a canoe on a lake 
than she does in a car on the 
highway. She told me that on 
one trip In the Seton-Anderson 
lake area they didn't know 
they were in cougar country 
but didn’t see any. When 
someone asked if they carried 
guns she replied, "No one 
would know ho wto shoot If we 
did have guns." 

It was In the Seton-Ander¬ 
son area that the Victoria 
Rangers picked up the beaver 
pelt that now hangs in the 
museum. This pelt started off 
from Yellowknife and was 
transported by Guides and 
Scouts by boat, canoe, horse¬ 
back and hikers all the way 
to Victoria. 

There is a lot of organizing 
before these trips, says 
Lillian Warne. Each 18-foot 
canoe carries 70 pounds of 
equipment and food supplies.

One is to keep the 
food dry If any water is 
shipped and the other is so 
that no animals can smell the 
food, not even a mouse. All 
personal b e 1 o n g 1 n g s are 
wrapped in plastic as well.

A bill which could give 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment the power to ban 
all synthetic food prod¬ 
ucts from sale in B.C. 
if it wished was intro¬ 
duced in the Legislature 
by Agriculture Minister 
Cyril Shelford Wednes¬ 
day. 

But Shelford said later 
outside the House that it was 
unlikely many such products 
would be banned provided 
they were clearly marked to 
be synthetic and not natural 
foods. 

The bill, entitled the Syn¬ 
thetic Food Products Act, 
includes a clause which states 
that: “No person shall manu¬ 
facture. process, sell, offer 
for sale, or have In his 
possession for sale a synthetic 
food product, unless the syn¬ 
thetic food product Is ex¬ 
empted from this section by 
the regulations." 

'Apple' Out 

The regulations are not 
specifically laid down in the 
act, but might designate 
certain products as syn¬ 
thetics, fix standards, defini¬ 
tions and descriptions of such 
products, and agree that 
products be exempted from 
the ban providing they met 
those standards, Shelford 
•aid. 

Another clause in. the act 
states that no synthetic food 
product should be advertised 
or described using words or 
illustrations that are the 
same as or similar to a 
natural food product. 

This means, Shelford said, 
that, for example, sellers or 
manufacturers of synthetic 
apple drinks would not be 
able to use the word “apple" 
In the name or advertising. 
Neither would they be able to 


use a picture of an apple on 
the package or in advertising. 

Other products that may 
come under immediate scru¬ 
tiny when the act is passed 
include synthetic beefsteaks 
and chickens, the minister 
said. 

Under the bill anyone found 
guilty of offences under the 
act may be fined between 425 
and $500. 

Resistance 

Purpose of the bill was to 
protect both consumers and 
manufacturers of natural food 
products, he said. He noted 
that consumers in Canada 
spend about $10 million an¬ 
nually on synthetic food prod¬ 
ucts, but mainly without 
realizing they were synthetic, 
he said. 

He felt there would be 
much “consumer resistance'’ 
to synthetic foods if the 
consumers knew they were 
synthetic, he commented. 

The bill would also help 
producers of natural foods, he 
said, because consumers 
would know which were 
natural foods and which syn¬ 
thetic. If consumers did not 
like a synthetic food product, 
it would not turn them 
against the similar natural 
product, he said. 



School Witch Hunt Feared 


Tenure Change Opposed

Three B.C. public school 
principals agreed Wednesday 
there might be a danger of a 
witch hunt if legislation 
affecting teachers' tenufe was 
changed. 

The trio appeared before 
the legislature's social wel¬ 
fare and education committee 
which is studying the question 
of tenure for teachers. 

Les Isaacson, principal of 
George Jay elementary 
school, told the committee he 
felt the school system “should 
do something” about a small 
number of incompetent teach¬ 
ers. But, he added, “I don’t 
think this can be legislated.” 

Isaacson said that in Vic¬ 
toria, the problems surround¬ 
ing the tenure issue are now 
being discussed by principals 
and district administrators. 
The solution lies in better 
communication at all levels, 
he added. 

“If there Is to be a kind of 
a witch hunt, if teachers are 
to be removed from princi¬ 
pals, and if teachers think 
they are going to be out of a 
job . . . then we will be going 
backwards,” Isaacson said. 

Donald Smith, principal of 
Afbutus junior secondary 
school, said he agreed legisla¬ 
tive changes might bring 
about a witch hunt among 
teachers. 

"I agree,” Smith told the 
committee. ”1 think we are 
moving forward now In a 


professional manner. If we 
put something down (in the 
form of new legislation relat¬

The opposition minority on 
the committee even wanted to 
subpoena six major food 
companies who have agreed 
to appear on March 15. The 
lone Liberal and two NDP 
members present argued the 
companies could appear 
earlier If they were foroed to. 

Committee chairman Willis 
Jefcoat (SC—Shut wap) 
argued the motion was a' 
direct challenge to the chair 
because he had invited the six 
companies and negotiated a 
date for their appearance. 
Socred committee members 
backed him up. 

Works Minister W. N. Chant 
said the opposition members 
were “putting the cart before 
the horseBut Robert 
S t rachan (NDP—Cowichan- 
Malahat) said: “I just want 
to be sure the hone is here." 

Allan Williams (L—West 
V a n c o u v er-Howe Sound) 
called on the committee at 
the opening of its first 
hearing t o subpoena wit¬ 
nesses, pointing out failure to 
do so would make its proceed¬ 
ings “a farce like last year.” 

In 1970, the agriculture 
committee studying the broad 
area of where the food dollar 
goes in B.C., sent out more 
than 90 invitations to food 
processing companies and 
farm groups and reoeived 
only five submissions. 


The six companies whose 
submission will be heard 
March 15 are: Canada Safe¬

Malkin Ltd., and Wdodwards 
Stores Ltd. 

The committee then ap¬ 
proved a motion to subpoena 
any group which hasn’t re¬ 
sponded to the invitation to 
eppecr or send a submission. 

Jefooat protested he didn’t 
want to force anyone to 
appear and argued that more 
than 90 invitations had gone 
out. 

Outside the committee, 
Williams said: “The motion 
was passed today to subpoena 
all processors, handlers and 
retailers of food that have not 
at this time indicated to the 
committee they will appear. 

“If those subpoenas don’t 
go out forthwith it clearly 
shows this oommittee’s opera¬ 
tion, once again this year, is 
nothing but a farce.

of rabies Riflbng Alberta’s 
wildlife has been increasing 
— there ha%4 been 10 re¬ 
ported cases of animal rabies 
in that province since last 
July — and there is a chance 
that it would naturally "spill 
over" Into B.C. 

Natural earners would be 
animals that use mountain 
passes during migrations. 

However, a more serious 
problem is presented by per¬ 
sons who take hunting dogs 
into Alberta, said Larsen. 

"Literally hundreds of 
British Columbians take their 
dogs into Alberta," said 
Larsen. "This meani any dog 


coming back might be incu¬ 
bating the disease." 

He explained that it might 
be four or five months before 
the dog manifests a rabies 
infection. In one case In 
England, the symptoms were 
not observed until one year 
after a dog became Infected. 

In the meantime, the 
animal is capable of spread¬ 
ing the infection to other 
creatures, including humans. 

Larsen said persons who 
have come into contact with 
animal rabies are given vac¬ 
cine —one "shot” a day for 14 
days. A person who has been 
tom and bitten by an animal 
may get a 22-day course.

Project Unfinished 


River Treaty 
Payment 
All but Gone 


Premier Bennett has tabled figures in the legis¬ 
lature which show only $10.6 million remains unspent 
of the $273.3 million obtained from the United States 
under the Columbia River Treaty as payment for 
downstream benefits. 


The premier made the 
figures available one day 
after the legislature approved 
his salary estimates. During 
that debate, held Monday and 
Tuesday, all of Bennett’s 
actions were under scrutiny 
and opposition members com¬ 
plained they had been denied 
access to figures usually 
available on Columbia Treaty 
funds. 

In his answer to written 
questions placed on the order 
paper by Opposition Leader 
David Barrett. Bennett said 
to Dec. 31, 1970, a total of 
$377.8 million had been ex¬ 
pended on the Columbia pro¬ 
ject from American funds. 

The $273.3 million of the 
original lump eum payment 
has earned a total of $94.9 
million in flood control bene¬ 
fits, following completion of 
two of the three treaty dams 
in Canada, and interest pay¬ 
ments. 

Expenditures listed by 
Bennett, who acts as, fiscal 
agent for B.C. Hydro and 
Power Authority, are $31.8 
million on Duncan dam. $139.5 
million on the High Arrow 
Dam and $203.8 million to 
date on the construction of 
Mica Dam. General develop¬ 
ment costs are $2.7 million 
and there is $10.6 million left 
In the Columbia Treaty ac¬ 
count. 

Bennett came under re¬ 
peated attack during his 
estimates for claims that U.S. 
funds would pay for all 


Columbia River costs includ¬ 
ing addition of generating 
facilities at Mica. 

However, with approxi¬ 
mately half of the. Mica 
project still uncompleted, 
there is only $10.6 million left 
unspent. Indicating that ap¬ 
proximately $200 million or 
more would be required from 
other sources to complete the 
Columbia project. 

There was an apparent 
contradiction in an answer 
given by Bennett to another 
Barrett question on the order 
paper. In it, the premier said 
the total amount of funds 
expended on the Columbia to 
Dec. 31. 1970. was $432.1 
million adding that aU of the 
moneys were obtained from 
the U.S. under the Columbia 
Treaty. He added that no up- 
to-date cost estimates on the 
finished project were avail¬ 
able. 

In reply to another question 
by the NDP leader. Bennett 
said a total of $609 million 
has been spent to date on the 
Peace River project.

Suppose you start 
this hand by winning 
the diamond opening 
lead with the ace and 
returning the queen of 
trumps. East takes it 
with the king, cashes a 
diamond and exits with 
the trump. 

It may seem a 
good idea at this time 
to lead the jack of 
clubs, but in fact this 
is by no means true. 

The jack would lose to 
the king, and although 
you could discard a 
spade on the clubs, 
eventually you would 
lose a spade to go 
down one. 

The really telling 
point, however, is that 
even if West had the 
king of clubs, leading the jack could hardly do you much 
good. West would cover it and eventually you would lose 
two spades. 

Thus, if you take the club finesse, you lose the 
contract no matter if East has the king of if West had it 
It follows that you must seek an alternate way of 
handling the club combination, with the object of winn 
more tricks in it 

When East leads a trump at you at trick four, you 
must win it in dummy and return a low club. 

You are banking, of course, on East having the king 
and not more than two other clubs, in which case there is 
very little he can do. If he goes in with the king, you 
eventually discard two spades on the A-Q to make the 
contract. 

And if East doesn’t go in with the king, you win with 
the jack and return a club to the ace. You ruff a club to 
establish the queen and again you make the contract.

outdoor positions when the plants were 
about two Inches tall. 

As far as I can tell, the Baron 
Solemacher strawberry isn’t the least 
bit fussy as to its growing site. I have 
some plants growing in shade, in moist 
soil heavily enriched with rotted leaves, 
duplicating as nearly as possible the 
woodland conditions under which the 
wild strawberries of my boyhood days 
were found, but I have others which 
seem to be doing quite well in ordinary 
backyard soil and in full sun. 

Moisture is a roust, of course, for the 
berries are flavorless under droughty 
conditions. As for soil texture and 
aspect, though, Baron Solemacher 
couldn’t care less. 

The plants are small, neat and 
compact, making no runners at all, and 
are quite ornamental, bejewelled with 
their ruby berries. For this reason, we 
are using some of our plants as an 
ornamental edging around one of our 
flower beds, and these never fail to 
evoke comments from visitors. 

The berries are pointed, cone-shaped 
and quite small, but are produced 
contttuously all summer long and well 
into the fall. Propagation is by dividing 
the clump when the plant has made 


more than- one crown, In much the 
same manner as the breaking-up of an 
overgrown African violet. 

The garden books say that runner¬ 
less strawberry plants tend to go 
downhill under this treatment, and they 
advise raising new plants from seed 
every year, but I haven’t noticed any 
signs of deterioration in our divided 
plants as yet 

This alpine strawberry seems to be 
singularly free from the various moulds 
and mildews and other infections that 
plague our bigger cultivated varieties. I 
believe this is because our native 
aphids, which spread much of our 
disease, don’t go for this European wild 
plant The birds, unfortunately, have no 
such inhibitions, and it is a constant 
battle of wits to keep them from taking 
all the berries. 

I don’t think Baron Solemacher will 
ever be a commercial success, for 
apart from the small size of the berries, 
there are never enough of them ready 
for picking at one time to make a 
worthwhile feed. For a novelty, though, 
and to recapture that nostalgic “wild" 
flavor, the Baron’s strawberry is out of 
this world. 


One of my well-remembered taste 
treats of boyhood days is the flavor of 
the little wild strawberries we gathered 
in the hedgerows and wooded glades 
back in Ontario many years ago. These 
berries were hard to find, and I don’t 
think we were ever successful in 
gathering enough of them for a sitdown 
feed. In any case, they didn’t seem to 
call for the sugar-and-cream treatment 
but were at their delicious best when 
picked and eaten as found. 

I never expected to come across the 
refreshing tart-sweet flavor of these 
little wild berries in adult l(fe, but we 
have come very close to it in an 
everbearing alpine strawberry from 
West Germany called Baron Sole¬ 
macher. I saw the seeds of these 
berries listed in a catalogue some years 
ago and sent for a {Jacket, more 
through curiosity than anything else, 
but they turned out to be a real 
conversation piece in our garden. 


Most strawberries are difficult to 
raise from seeds but Baron Solemacher 
comes up as readily as a radish. I 
started mine in squatty flower pots 
indoors, sowing the seeds very thinly 
indeed, and transplanting them in their

U.S. ‘Will Give In' 
To N-Blackmail 


SANTA ANA, Calif. OJPII — Gen. Curtis 
Lemay predicted Tuesday that within 18 months 
the United States would be forced to give in to a 
Soviet ultimatum to “capitulate or else.”

Mitchell termed the opera¬ 
tion "an unqualified success" 
which would have been im¬ 
possible without the use of 12 
court-approved wiretaps 
authorized the crime con¬ 
trol act of 1968. 

Mitchell said the raids have 
netted 143 defendants since 
Operation Flanker began.

COURTENAY - A total of 
71 upper Vancouver island 
pre-school children were acci¬ 
dentally poisoned last year 
despite efforts to warn house¬ 
holders of the dangers of 
some common products and 
drugs. 

This was disclosed in the 
annual report of the Upper 
Island Health Unit. 

“ Following establishment of 
poison control centres in 
Comox and Campbell River 
Hospitals, attempts were 
made to make the public 
aware of the toxic properties 
of many household products 
and drugs, without obvious 
success,” the report said. 

* Apart from other age 


groups, no less than 71 pre¬ 
school children, madniy in the 
two to three years age group, 
were accidentally poisoned. 
Of the 71, the report said 25 
of the children were poisoned 
by aspirin and related head¬ 
ache remedies. 

Sedatives, laxatives, cos¬ 
metics, household chemical 
agents and faels were ex¬ 
amples of other frequently 
'ingested poisons, the report 
said. 

The birth rate continued to 
increase, and school health 
facilities continued to expand 
in the Upper Island area tiie 
report reveals. 

Port Hardy was the only 
area to show a declining birth 
rate, dropping toy 8.6 since 


1968. Campbell River led the 
birth increase, up by 61 over 

1969. 

Although most communi¬ 
cable diseases are under 
control, 59 cases of infectious 
hepatitis, 21 dysentery and 
three diptheria cases were 
reported. In addition head lice 
made an appearance in three 
different looalities. There 
were 86 cases of venereal 
disease but no breakdown or 
comparison of past years was 
given. Four new active cases 
of tuberculosis were dis¬ 
covered. 

Maternal and child health 
along with home care service 
continued to show a steady 
climb. 

Under "School Health” the 


report indicated that 20 per 
cent of the nurse's time was 
spenftr in the school health 
program and fell into four 
categories: 

Routine immunization in 
grades 1, 5 and 10 against 
smallpox, polio, tetanus and 
d i p htheria; screening for 
vision defects in grades 1, 3, 
5, 7. 10 and special classes; 
screening for hearing defects 
in grade 1 and special 
classes; and referral of stu¬ 
dents with health problems by 
school personnel with follow¬ 
up home visits where indi¬ 
cated and provision of health 
education materials for both 
teachers and students. 

Facts of interest from the 
1970 school statistics are: 


15,240 pupils enrolled; 12,839 
pupils received some indi¬ 
vidual health service (exclu¬ 
sive of immunization); 9,000 
routine immunization pro¬ 
cedure! were carried out; 
2,085 pupils were referrred to 
the nurse of whom 676 were 
referred for investigation of 
eye defects; 747 referred to 
private physician; 146 refer¬ 
red to other health resources; 
vaccine from grade 1 to grade 
6; 3,738 conferences were held 
with individual staff members 
regarding school health prob¬ 
lems. 

With the arrival of Mrs. 
Celia Kyle, a program of 
speech therapy was restarted 
in one school district. Kyle 
will work mainly in the 


schools, dealing individually 
with early school age children 
and with preschoolers. 

In addition site will hold 
counselling sessions for par¬ 
ents, teachers and others 
involved on handling ipfcech 
problems in general. 

At the request of the board 
of School Dlst. No. 71, tubers 
culin tests and follow-up x- 
rays for school personnel 
were made in 1970. 

P r e ventive dentistry is 
being done in school districts 
served by the health unit and 
includes, the birthday card 
program and toothbrushing in 
schools where children stay 
for lunch. The part-time ser¬ 
vices of dental hygienists is 
also available. 


SPCA Offers Out 


Spring Tunes Up Cats

NANAIMO — Each year about this time the 
Nanaimo Branch SPCA faces a rather delicate cam¬ 
paign relating to the amorous adventures of domestic 
cats. _ 


Stray moves in 


Local SPCA Inspector 
Derek Roberts says, "The 
number of surplus cats at this 
time of year is tremendous.” 

He attributes the annual 
rise in the cat birth rate to 
the approach of spring, the 
time when .cats’ fancies turn 
loudly (those backyard arias 
again) to thoughts of love. 

The unfortunate conse¬ 
quence of this pre-spring 
ritual is many unwanted 
kittens. 

According to a memo on 
cats put out by the SPCA: 

"The chief cause of cruelty 
and misery from which cats 
suffer is that there are too 
many of them, and that it is 
impossible to find homes for 
all. The propagation of cats is 
enormous, two or three litters 
a year, and statistics prove 
that half of them are home¬ 
less." 

f. To prevent the cruel death* 
of cats from starvation, dis¬ 
ease or exposure, each year 
the SPCA reoommends that 
male kittens be neutered, 
females spayed or the kittens 
destroyed at birth. 


Roberts said in 1970 the 
SPCA in Nanaimo handled 
about 1,000 cats, half of which 
were strays. 

He said some people cruelly 
abandon newborn kittens at 
roadsides to die of starvation 
when, for a small charge, 
they could be put to sleep at 
the shelter. 

He urged cat lovers to take 
advantage of the services of 
the shelter. "It’s no life for a 
cat if it’s not wanted,” he 
said.

The incinerator started 
operation last June, and total 
cost for the unit and site 
development amounted t o 
$80,000. 

The incinerator, according 
to Mrs. Robertson, achieved 
several desirable results — 
closing of all open dumps 
within the municipality and 
the elimination of smell and 
rats that had been abundant 
around the various dump 
sites. 

David Woods, of CW Dis¬ 
posal which oijerates the 
incinerator, said there are 
more people that are satisfied 
with the present garbage 


disposal than those who con¬ 
stantly complain. 

He pointed out that a more 
expensive Incinerator would 
probably be even more effi¬ 
cient. 

"We are always open for 
suggestions, but so far none 
of those complaining was af>le 
to make a practical sug¬ 
gestion that would be feas¬ 
ible," he said. 

Incinerator worker Bill 
Guns said, "I try to do a job 
as well as I can, but then 
people come and complain. I 
wish they would come here 
once and watch our operation 


for eight hours. Perhaps then 
they would also know what 
they are talking about.” 

.Answering some complaints 
about burning disposed 
material outside the incin¬ 
erator, Guns said it was 
impossible to put large pieces 
qt wood from demolished 
buildings into the incinerator, 
and it also would be unwise to 
burn too many discarded 
large tires in the unit. 

Woods said all perishable 
garbage is burned, leaving no 
smell. 

Guns pointed out that the 
only smell at the site came 
from an adjacent field, where

Almost two years ago, 
Victoria city council approved 
the closure of Broad Street 
between View and Fort, 
giving one firm exclusive use 
of a public street 

An agreement between the 
city and Eaton's permitting 
conversion of that part of 
Broad into a shopping mall 
went into effect in March, 
1969, for a esepyear trial 
period. 

Last July, the agreement 
waa extended for another six 
months and wasn’t renewed. 
Since Jan. 14, there hasn’t 
been any agreement 

Original purpose of the 
cloture was to study the 
merits of pedestrian shopping 
malls. 

Haa such a study been 
made and what are the 
recommendations? Will the 
agreement be renewed and 
what is the legal status of the 
closure? There seem to be 
few clear answers. 

Picture Emerges 

This Is the picture that 
emerged Tuesday after a 
number of telephone calls and 
interviews: 

• Victoria Mayor Court¬ 
ney Haddock wants the street 
reopened for traffic. 

• Victoria traffic en¬ 
gineer Dave Campbell prefers 
to keep it dosed. 

• Finance committee 
chairman Aid. Percy Framp- 
ton wants Eaton’s to buy the 
property. 

• Aid. Ove Witt wants 
Eaton's to take a “little more 
pride’’ in the community by 
beautifying the mall. ~- 

• Other merchants dis¬ 
like the fact that the city 
makes that part of Broad 
available to one firm at no 
charge. 

Mayor Reluctant 

The mayor told the Colonist 
he is “a bit reluctant” to 
comment on the matter be¬ 
cause of his association with 
Woodwards (he is a former 
manager of the Victoria 
store), but he said he didn't 
like what Eaton’s haa donfl 
with the property. 

“Actually it isn’t right that 
the city should give Eaton's 
that street for nothing. I 
would like to see it reopened 
for traffic. At least, Eaton’s 
should make it a little more 
attractive,” he said. 

Frampton said the city has 
no legal authority to collect 
rent from Eaton's for use of a 
public street. 

Sell to Eaton's 

“But I think it would be a 
very good thought to sell the 
land to Eaton’s. We’d cer¬ 
tainly give it serious consi¬ 
deration if the firm ap¬ 
proached us,” Frampton said. 

Witt told the Colonist he 
would ex pact Eaton’s to 
“spruce the property up a 
bit” out of theer pride In the 
city. 

”1 don’t think we should 
consider reopening the street 
for traffic. I also don't go 
along with those who claim 
Eaton’s haa exclusive use of 
the property; It's a pedestrian 
mall, and used by people 
other than Eaton's cus¬ 
tomers,” he said. 

Witt, chairman of the city's 
traffic committee, said he 
would like to see more 
•hopping malls of this sort in 
downtown Victoria. 

Clove Streets 

“Let’s close other small 
streets which really don't 
serve any useful purpose 
from a traffic point of view. 
The more streets we have 
without cars the more attrac¬ 
tive our city will be,” he said. 

“If Eaton's were to beautify 
that property with flowers, 
trees snd shrubs, I’d be very 
happy with the present set¬ 
up.” 

Campbell said that section 
of Broad should remain 
closed. Traffic conditions on 
Fort had improved greatly 
•lnce the closure went into 
effect. 

“I’m absolutely happy with 
the present situation,” Camp¬ 
bell said.

SANTA ANA, Calif. <UPI> — Gen. Curtis 
Lemay predicted Tuesday that within 18 months 
ihe United States would be forced to give in to a 
Soviet ultimatum to “capitulate or else.” 

The retired air force chief of staff, who was 
Geoi-ge Wallace's vice-presidential running mate in 
1968, said he anticipated that Russia would serve 
ultimatums, including “complete withdrawal of 
American forces in Vietnam," and that President 
Nixon would have no choice but to surrender or 
succumb to the demands. 

Asked to define what he meant by “or else," 
he replied, "nuclear weapons." He said “Russia is 
spending money on what is today the finest stategic 
weapons system in the world."

OTTAWA <CP> Health 
Minister John Munro said 
Wednesday he thinks his 
department’s while paper 
proposal to change the iamily 
allowance system will have to 
be altered to take a family’s 
number o f children into 
account as well as its income. 

But in general terms, he 
said, he still considers the 
cutoff point of $10,000 income,

Year’s Bus Loss 
Hits $775,000 

B.C. Hydro buses in Greater Victoria operated 
at a loss of $775,000 in the fiscal year 1969-70, it was 
learned Wednesday in the Legislature. 

In answers to written 


questions. Premier Bennett 
disclosed that totaJ loss for 
the Hydro urban transit 
system that year was $4.7 
million, of which Hydro paid 
$2.7 million, the other $2 
million being paid by the 
provincial government. 

The $775,000 represented 17 
per cent of the total loss, with 
the other 83 per cent being 
incurred by the Greater Van¬ 
couver transit system. 

But revenue covered a 
smaller portion of expenses in 
Victoria than in Vancouver. 
In Victoria, the revenue was 
68 per cent of the expenses, 
while in Vancouver it covered 
79 per cent of the costs. 

Total operating expenses in 
Victoria for 1969-70 were $2.5 
million while revenue was $1.7 
million. Similar figures for 
Vancouver were: revenue. 
$13.5 million; expenses. $17.4 
million.

They have not hitherto been 
withdrawn as early as this. 

The reason for withdrawal 
is that, compared with other 
call money investments, they 
are paying far too high a rate 
of return to the holder. 

Issued for a period of 11 
years, the 1970-71 savings 
bonds have an average yield 


of 7*« per cent, and if they 
are held to maturing allowing 
the interest to accumulate 
each $100 invested will be¬ 
come $227.50 by 1981. 

This year they pay 6*4 per 
cent; for the next three years 
they pay 7% per cent, and for 
the last seven years they pay 
8 per cent. 

Because the yield of 7 % per 
cent is at least one point 


higher than is available on 
any other Canadian govern¬ 
ment bond, the CSB during 
the past two months have 
become highly popular with 
investors. 

Sales have skyrocketed 
after a slow start tost 
November, and it has been 
suspected for some time that 
die government would have, to 
stop sales in them if it was 
really determined to fight a 
buttle against high money 
costs.

A Central Saanich

William Taylor, who ha« a 
herd ot 300 dairy cattle at 
2913 MacIntyre, told a meet¬ 
ing organized by a group of 
architects:

We farmers 
are not prepared to tun) 
around and walk away. If you 
want farms, they will have to 
be preserved by some action 
of the government or the 
group that enjoys such 
scenery.” 

Taylor was in an audience 
of about 100 who attended a 
meeting organized by the 
Vancouver Island . Chapter, 
Architectural Institute of B.C. 

The topic was Project Pen¬ 
insula and it was chosen to 
stimulate discussion about 
where the Greater Victoria 
area would accommodate tile 
one or two million persons 
who might live there within 50 
years. 

Perpetuity 

Earlier in the day, Taylor 
explained, he was with a 
group from the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture that pre¬ 
sented a brief to the Legisla¬ 
ture’s standing committee an 
agriculture. The brief sug¬ 
gested farm land be dedicated 
as such for perpetuity. 

However, he pointed out to

the meeting in the Empress 
there were some contradic¬ 
tions. 

The chairman of the BCFA 
committee that prepared the 
brief had his farm expro¬ 
priated by the B.C. govern¬ 
ment for the Roberts Banks 
superport. He was r*aid $750,- 
000 and now is leasing it from 
the government at $50 an 
acre annually. The man was 
not named. 

Architect Ben Levinson said 
the problems went beyond

simply preserving the en¬ 
vironment — they involved 
preserving a quality of life. 

He wondered whether two¬ 
layered streets might ease 
the issue of finding room for 
cars. Already one-third of 
Victoria’s physical area is 
roads. 

Traffic travelling in two 
layers would make more 
green space available, allow 
for such things as bicycle 
paths and possibly even im¬ 
provements in the transit 
service, Levinson said. 

He wondered whether a 


transit service that operated 
in 10-minute frequencies with 
fares of 10 cents for standing 
room would be possible. It 
could have a fare schedule 
that would allow a passenger 
to be seated for 25 cents, use 
a compartment for 50 cents 
and a compartment with a 
telephone for 55 cents. 

With Phone 

“Why not a compartment 
with a phone and a drink for 
$ 1 ?” 

Levinson also made refer¬ 
ence to "farms, sitting there, 
unimproved, waiting to be 
subdivided." 

"I beg your pardon." 
shouted Brian Hoole, a 
Saanich farmer who lives at 
5675 Oldfield Road. 

R. W. Smeeth, another 
architect, said living in the 
Greater Victoria area was 
gentle and "very rare for this 
hemisphere." However, the 
architects that were at the 
meeting were not proposing 
any simple' methods of pre¬ 
serving the environment and 
"we’re not here as planners 
or economists." 

Smeeth said one answer to 
the problem of plugging street 
with cars and covering the 
countryside with subdivisions 
might be in developing inde- 
pendent communities of 
100,000 population, many of 
whom would live in medium 
and high-density structures. 

"Rather than flocking to 


Victoria, these communities 
would become social, and 
economic islands to them¬ 
selves," he said. "From each 
of these communities, it 
would be possible to get into 
the outdoors in five or 10 
minutee." 

Smeeth said a typical sub¬ 
division had a population of 15 
to 20 persons per acre, two- 
storey rowhouses have a 
population density of 60 to SO 
per acre while medium high- 
rises, such as those of James

Bay, bring a population of 
about 200 persons to each 
acre. 

"One hundred persons on an 
acre is not an atrocious thing 
— they are not necessarily 
crammed together," be 
added. 

He said the architects, 
when they discussed a topic 
for the meeting, felt Greater 
Victoria would attract many 
more persons with the same 
interests as those who now 
live in the area. 

"We have to allow them to 


come . . . and when they get 
here*, they have to be able to 
enjoy the same thing as we so 
now." 

Arcliitect H. C. Charles- 
worth said that before a 
satisfactory solution might be 
arrived at, the right questions 
must be asked. 

"We may even find that 
after asking the right 
questions, we may be able to 
improve toe environ m ent. We 
must progress but we must 
ask questions as to the 
direction of the progress, as 
to whether it will be desirable 
to the people living in the 
area." 

Chariesworth explained that 
many of his acquaintances 
had chosen toe Victoria area 
for their homes because of 
their infatuation with toe 
environment. 

Certain Way 

■‘This part of the world 
gives us a certain way of life 
that is very satisfying. We 
must then ask what are the 
priorities, what are the 
values, and we look around 
and find mam- people have 
the same outlook." he added. 

"We are not here as 
statisticians, planners or 
economists — not even 
magicians. We are here as 
people to seek some approach 
to preserving this environ¬ 
ment." 

Architects, said Charles- 
worth, are basically trained in 
the sciences "with a liberal 
sprinkling of the confusion of 
technology." 

One of the principles of 
science is the art of discovery 
and he said he hoped the 
community would join the 
architects in first making an 
analysis of problems and 
coming to solutions. 


UVic Psychology Experiment 


Phony Complaint Letters 
Arouse Business Wrath 


The manager ot toe Vic¬ 
toria Better Business Bureau 
had harsh words Wednesday 
for the University of Victoria 
after a psychology professor 
had bis class send phony 
letters of oomplaint to several 
local businesses. 

“There were approximately 
45 students and each sent out 
a number of letters so there 
were probably a minimum of 
100 sent out," said Bill 
Tindall, of the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau. 

Tindall said the letters 
which were taken from form 
examples provided by 
psychology profeasor. Dr. 
I-orne Rosenbioom. included 
three types ranging from 
“nice" through “harsh" to 
those threatening to report 
the establishment of regu¬ 
latory agencies. 

Apologie* Sent 

Rosenbioom told the 
Colonist that letters of 
apology and explanation had 
already been sent out to all 


that had received complaints 
from his students. 

'Td just like to forget 
about it," Rosenbioom told 
the Colonist. “Perhaps we 
should not have used the most 
severe criticism." 

Rosenbioom explained that 
the purpose of the assignment 
was to determine the best 
manner of obtaining favorable 
results when writing letters 
of complaint. 

The quick response that 
was received, he said, indi¬ 
cated the degree of concern 
toe firms have for their 
products. 

Cheques. Too 

TA number requested we 
send toe product back and 
others have sent cheques to 
replace them. The cheques 
have been returned to the 
companies," he said. 

Tindall said. "Here are the

Go-Ahead for Jubilee 


Ihe Capital Region’s hos¬ 
pital board Wednesday gave 
Royal Jubilee Hospital author¬ 
ity to spend .$60,000 on 
planning a major redevelop¬ 
ment/ 

Last summer, toe hospital 
announced it was planning a 
$14 million project that would 
have o h a n g e d most of 
Jubilee's layout, including 
switching toe hospital’s main 
entrance to its north side on 
Bay Street. 

However, the provincial 
government has since 
whittled the program down to 
59 million and has stipulated 


that must be the price at the 
time of construction, which 
might be three or four years 
away. 

At toe regional hospital 
board meeting, directors 
heard a letter read from 
Donald Coot, deputy minister, 
B.C. Hospital Insurance 
Service, noting the $60,000, for 
a functional program and 
feasibility sketches, provided 
to a 1968 bylaw adopted by 
regional voters. 

Cox also reiterated that the

bit lower.” 

Frank Whyte, of the Mello- 
Spot Drive-In, echoed Lewis’ 
suggestion that the university 
would suffer from this sort 
of "not very well thought out" 
exercise. 

"We probably won’t be very 
liberal when someone comes 
around for a donation,” 
Whyte said. "It’s kind of an 
underhanded thing to do to 
someone who is in business.” 

Bill Webb, president of toe 
Vancouver Island branch of 
the Canadian Restaurant 
Association, said the associa¬ 
tion’s directors have been 
discussing toe incident and 
will probably issue a state¬ 
ment Thursday.

He coin ted out voter’s ap- 
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proval will still be needed 
before laterals are installed. 

Laterals are the street 
sewage pipes to which houses 
are connected. 

Present sewer installations, 
he said, are designed to 
provide for population growth 
up until the year 2015. 

‘To put major pipe in the 
ground without the capacity 
for areas not yet in the 
system would surely be 
foolish," he said. 

The change will not apply 
to toe Gulf Islands, including 
Salt Spring Island, which are 
still excluded from the 
board’s sewer program. 

In other business the board: 

• Agreed to take over 
responsibility for toe Finnerty 


Cove outfall from Saanich and 
undertook to start oceano¬ 
graphic studies as soon as 

possible. 

• Appointed an ad hoc 
committee to study the 
regionalization of social 
services, with Aid. Edith 
Gunning as chairman. 

• Set March 15 aa toe 
date for a public hearing into 
rezoning three properties as 
campground zones. The hear¬ 
ing will be held in Elizabeth 
Fisher junior high school. 

• Authorized secretary- 
treasurer Dennis Young to 
apply for a $750,000 loan from 
the federal "make-work” pro¬ 
gram, for the Colwood- 
Landford ice arena and rec¬ 
reational centre. 
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Graham said the treasury 
board had offered West Coast 
workers a 42-cent increase, 
compared with 27 cents 
offered their counterparts on 
the east coast. 

"At the moment they are 85 
cents behind the West Coast 
workers — this offer was an 
absolute tin suit." said 
Graham. 

He said the offer was 
rejected by workers on both 
coasts by a combined vote of 
95 per cent. 

Graham said the union and 
the treasury board had just 
completed a conciliation 
board sitting, which had 
recommended Increases of 42 
cents for the West Coast and 
37 for the east. 

A minority report had 
recommended 34 and 27-cent 
increases, noted Graham, and 
toe treasury board had com¬ 
bined both recommendations 
in its offer. 

He said the rejection vote 
in Esquimalt was an unselfish 
move in support of the 
eastern workers. 

At the tame time, he said, 
workers were aware of the 
need for unity between the 
eastern and western parts of 
the union. 

"If we allow this union to 
be split asunder by these 
wage offers, then we’ll be 
anybody’s patsies,” said 
Graham. 

'This is really a fight for 
survival as one union on a 
national basis.” 

He said Halifax workers are 
already organizing their 
strike vote, and it is hoped 
toe Esquimalt vote will coin¬ 
cide. 

Also at issue in toe dispute, 
said Graham, are the fringe 
benefits such as annual and 
statutory holidays, severance 
pay and overtime rates.
